A. Vf itis the Intention of thefe Divines by this 
Expreffion to exclude utterly all Force which any 
kind o: Reafon may have in this Furdamentral 
Point, we are as much againft them as the Querift. 
But we rather incline to take the meaning of fuch 
general Expreffions to be, that other Motives and 
Inducermens, though never fo ftrong and confo- 
nant to Reafon, are norwithitanding of themitelves 
ineffeGtual to Work Faith concerning this Princi- 
ple, ifDivine Grace concur not to the enlightening 
of Men’s Minds, We doubt noi but all grave Juci- 
cious Men, thar.are nor tintured with Notions of 
— Enthufiafm, will grant. That the Church of God 
isin this Point efvecialiy with Reafon 
the Mouths of her Impious Adverlares : For 
otherwife, as it will fignify nothing to alledge 
apainit thea what the Spirit hath Taught us, as 
long as they profeis to be infibie of any tuch Ope- 
rations thereof in themlelves ; to likewnfe, in our- 
felves ic wil! be difficulr, at ic will bea mat- 
ter requiring the ftridteit Caution, to know how 
tis Leitimony of the Spirit may be difcerned, 
we think thar co be a Teliimony of the 
itofGod, which is only aSuggeftion of theSpuatt 
Error og EntiuSa/m. TheOperations of rheDivine

Spirit efpecially thofe that are ordinary and com- 


~ mon to all true Chriftians, are very Secret and un- 


difcern ible even to the Soul that is influenced by 
them, their Nature being of a higher kind than 
what wecan reach unro, by our Conceptions in 
this Life. And therefore though it is the Office 
ot thar Spirit, to lead {uch as are rightly difpofed 
for ir into ali Truth, and direct them in al! Good- 
nefs; yet becaufe the manner of its Operations are 
Secret and hardly conceivable. thole ftand upon a 
plainer Ground, who from the Qaalicy ot Things 
done or believed colle by Rezfon that the Spirit 
of God moved thereto, than thofe who implicitly 


obey {uch Morious is their Mind, as they fancy 


are the Operations of God, withour ever confalr- 
ing their Reafon thereupon. The fitft Motive 
that induces all thofe that are Born within the Pale 
of the Church, to efteem the Scripture to be rhe 
Word.of God, is in no other than the Authority 
of the Church. For they finding the whole Church 
to be of this Opinion, think it Impudent ro be of 
acontrary Opinion without fome Reafcn. After- 
wards the more they employ themfelvcs in reading 
and hearing us Myfteries, the more their former 
Opinion concerning it is ftrengthened, ‘nll the | 


Grace of God perfects what Nature had begun. 


Unilefs God does make ufe of Reafon as an Inftru- 
ment to bring Men to Faith, and thereby qualify 
them to receive the Benefit cf his Spirit, to what 
purpofe is it to difpute with Infidels and Arhiefts, 
for their perfuafion in this Point? The Primitive 
Fathers, being often conftrained by fuch Perfons re 
fhew, what warrant they had to rely fo much up- 
on the Scriptures, did nor alledge this invifible 
Teftimony of the Divine Spirit, but ufed {uch Ar- 
guments as are conionant and plain to the common’ 
Reaion ot Mankind. And we think it fo far from 
impoflible or even d.ficule to work a perfuafion 
of this Poiot by rational Arguments, that oa the 
conuary we firmly believe the Point may be «I-ar- 
ed as to leave no Body any Room to deny it, 
withoat alfo denying fuch apparent Principles as
